LT.  GOVERNOR  CYRUS  HABIB 

(WASHINGTON  STATE) 


Cyrus  Habib  was  elected  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Washington  state  in  2016  at  the 
age  of  35.  He  had  previously  been  elected  to  the  State  House  of  Representatives 
in  2012  and  the  State  Senate  in  2014,  where  he  was  Democratic  Whip  and  a 
member  of  the  Democratic  leadership  team.  As  Lt.  Governor,  he  is  President 
of  the  State  Senate,  serves  as  Acting  Governor  whenever  Governor  Inslee 
leaves  the  state,  and  oversees  an  agency  whose  key  issues  include  economic 
development,  trade,  and  higher  education.  Since  early  2019,  he  has  served  as 
co-chair  of  the  Democratic  Lieutenant  Governor's  Association. 

A  three-time  cancer  survivor,  Lt.  Governor  Habib  has  been  fully  blind  since  age 
eight.  His  parents  immigrated  to  the  U.S.  from  Iran  before  he  was  born,  and 
he  is  the  first  and  only  Iranian-American  to  hold  statewide  elected  office  in  the 
United  States. 

He  is  a  graduate  of  Columbia  University,  Oxford  University  as  a  Rhodes  Scholar, 
and  Yale  Law  School,  where  he  was  Editor  of  the  Yale  Law  Journal.  Lt.  Governor 
Habib  practiced  law  at  Perkins  Coie,  and  served  as  Distinguished  Lawmaker  in 
Residence  at  Seattle  University  Law  School.  He  is  a  Truman  Scholar,  a  Soros 
Fellow,  a  member  of  the  Council  on  Foreign  Relations,  a  Rodel  Fellow  at  the 
Aspen  Institute,  and  has  been  named  a  Young  Global  Leader  by  the  World 
Economic  Forum.

Leaders  to  Leaders  Initiative 

Advocates  for  the  Act  of  1879 


The  federal  appropriation  APH  has  received  each  year  since  1879  includes  funding  to  provide 
educational  tools  and  materials  for  people  who  are  blind  and  visually  impaired  working  below 
college  level,  including  adults,  registered  with  APH  through  the  Federal  Quota  Program.  Since 
there  are  more  requests  each  year  for  fewer  federal  funds,  it  is  important  that  we  work 
together  to  ensure  this  appropriation  continues  in  the  years  and  decades  to  come.  We  must 
advocate  for  our  field  and  communicate  with  all  members  of  the  U.S.  Congress  to  help  them 
understand  how  appropriation  funds  are  spent,  and  why  this  support  is  critical  to  academic 
and  vocational  achievements  and  career  opportunities  for  the  students  we  serve.  It  is 
especially  important  that  we  communicate  with  members  directly  involved  in  recommending 
APH  funding  levels  each  year  to  the  full  Congress. 

At  the  core  of  APH  efforts  to  educate  members  of  Congress,  we  currently  implement  a 
program  in  which  Government  and  Community  Affairs  Department  staff  travel  to  Washington 
throughout  each  year  and  meet  with  key  congressional  and  staff  members  to  discuss  the  APH 
appropriation.  While  this  strategy  has  been  effective,  we  need  to  strengthen  these  efforts 
through  your  participation. 

The  Leaders  to  Leaders  initiative  is  an  effort  to  broaden  and  perpetuate  congressional 

support  for  the  Act  to  Promote  the  Education  of  the  Blind  of  1879  by  utilizing  the  knowledge 

and  expertise  of  our  Ex  Officio  Trustees  (EOTs).  While  members  of  Congress  are  receptive  to 
APH  staff,  they  are  more  interested  in  hearing  from  you — their  local  constituents.  Members  of 
Congress  need  to  know  students  who  have  a  vision  loss  have  unique,  specific  learning 
needs.  Working  in  partnership  with  the  professionals  in  your  programs,  and  supported  with 
the  specially  designed  products  from  the  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind,  we  prepare 
students  to  meet  the  challenges  of  today’s  classroom  and  workplace. 

Through  the  Leaders  to  Leaders  advocacy  program,  EOTs  are  asked  to  communicate 
annually  with  their  senators  and  representatives  in  the  U.S.  Congress.  Government  and 
Community  Affairs  staff  provides  each  of  you  with  a  link  to  the  names  of  current  congressional 
members  representing  your  state  once  each  year,  typically  in  the  spring,  along  with  specific 
suggestions  on  contacting  and  meeting  with  these  officials. 

EOTs  are  not  asked  to  request  funding  for  the  APH  appropriation.  Rather,  your  role  is  to: 

•  Provide  information  to  federal  elected  officials  on  the  unique  educational  needs  of  the 
blind  and  visually  impaired  students  in  your  state, 


•  Inform  congressional  members  on  the  ways  that  local  programs  meet  these  needs, 
including  the  use  of  educational  materials  provided  through  the  APH  Federal  Quota 
Program, 

•  Invite  officials  to  visit  your  school  or  program,  if  that  is  appropriate,  and  offer  to  work 
with  the  official’s  scheduler  to  find  a  good  date,  and 

•  Thank  congressional  members  for  supporting  the  APH  appropriation. 

Each  APH  Ex  Officio  Trustee  will  be  sent  a  personalized  packet  of  information  each  year  on 
the  Leaders  to  Leaders  program  and  the  advocacy  steps  we  ask  you  to  take  on  behalf  of  the 
Act  to  Promote  the  Education  of  the  Blind  of  1879. 

We  want  to  assist  you  in  your  efforts  to  build  relationships  with  federal  officials.  Coordinating 
our  message  to  provide  policy  makers  with  reliable  information  will  positively  affect  their  policy 
decisions,  so  when  you  communicate  with  your  legislators  please  send  copies  to  me.  And  if 
you  hear  back  from  your  legislators,  please  send  me  the  responses  you  receive.  Government 
and  Community  Affairs  staff  will  follow-up  with  correspondence.

It  takes  time  to  transcribe  and  emboss  a  book  -  but  we  know 
there  are  times  you  need  braille  right  away!  To  help  meet 
this  demand,  APH  is  introducing  a  FREE  NIMAS-to-braille 
translation  service. 

If  a  NIMAS  source  file  is  available,  the  APH  team  can  convert 
it  to  a  .bbx  and  .brf  file  for  you  within  3  business  days.  The 
files  will  be  formatted  and  will  contain  headers,  paragraphs, 
and  page  numbers.  The  .brf  files  are  ready  to  use  with 
refreshable  braille  devices,  while  the  .bbx  files  can  be  opened 
in  BrailleBlaster  or  your  braille  translation  software  to  complete 
braille  translation. 


How  to  Request  a  File: 

1 .  Check  the  NIMAC  (or  Louis  Plus)  to  see  if  the  NIMAC  has 
the  file. 

2.  Ask  a  NIMAC  Authorized  User  for  your  state  to  assign 
APH  the  digital  file. 

3.  APH  will  notify  you  when  the  BrailleBlaster  files  are  ready 
for  download  from  the  APH  File  Repository. 

4.  Ask  an  approved  APH  File  Repository  user  to  download 
the  completed  file  for  your  student. 

Once  produced,  the  BrailleBlaster  files  will  be  available  in 
the  APH  File  Repository.  If  APH  receives  an  order  for  the  hard 
copy  braille  transcription,  the  BrailleBlaster  file  will  be  replaced 
with  the  BRF  for  the  completed  book  once  that  is  available. 
(BRF  files  for  APH  embossed  braille  books  are  available 
for  $25  from  the  APH  File  Repository,  with  tactile  graphics 
packages  sold  separately.)

The  Tactile  Graphic  Image  Library  (TGIL)  provides  access  to  a  wide  variety  of  image 
templates,  free  of  charge.  These  quality  images  can  be  used  by  teachers,  transcribers, 
parents,  and  others  to  create  stand-alone  tactile  graphics  or  graphics  designed  to 
supplement  existing  materials. 

The  TGIL  website  offers  quick,  free  registration.  After  establishing  an  account,  you  will 
have  access  to  over  1,000+  print  images  in  an  editable  PDF  format.  Some  images 
have  complete  graphics  including  Braille  labels,  but  most  simply  provide  a  great 
starting  point  for  you  to  create  custom  tactile  graphics.  You  can  adapt  each  graphic  to 
fit  your  educational  goals  and  make  it  readable  in  the  tactile  medium  you've  chosen. 
After  you've  downloaded  an  image,  you  can  edit  it  in  any  commercial  vector  drawing 
program  such  as  CorelDRAW  or  Adobe  Illustrator,  as  well  as  freeware  programs  like 
Inkscape.  Once  you  have  customized  the  print  graphic  to  your  satisfaction,  you  can 
turn  it  into  a  tactile  graphic  by  several  methods  such  as  collage,  microcapsule  (swell) 
paper,  or  embossing  on  a  Braille  embosser  such  as  the  Tiger.  You  may  need  to  convert 
the  PDF  files  to  another  file  format  for  embossing.

Students  who  are  blind  and  visually 
impaired  need  unique  learning  tools. 

It  is  estimated  that  as  much  as  90%  of  learning  is  visual  - 
information  enters  the  brain  through  the  sense  of  sight.  Many 
students  that  APH  serves  have  some  useful  vision  and  require 
large  print  materials.  For  people  with  little  or  no  vision, 
concepts  are  primarily  learned  through  touch  and  hearing. 
Specialized  tools  needed  for  these  types  of  learning  include: 

•  Braille  -  a  system  of  tactile  reading  and  writing  that  can 
be  presented  in  embossed  paper  and  digitally  with  a 
refreshable  braille  display. 


In  FY2018,  the  Act  to 
Promote  the  Education 
of  the  Blind  provided 
$305  per  student  who  is 
blind,  and  working  below 
college  level.  That  is  not 
enough  to  fulfill  our 

promise. 


•  Tactile  Graphics  -  representations  interpreted  by  touch  for 
visual  elements  such  as  charts,  graphs,  and  maps. 

•  Technology  Adaptations  -  such  as  computer  screen  reader 
software  and  calculators  with  audio  output. 


Through  the  Keep  the  Promise  Campaign,  we  must  increase 
the  annual  per  student  allocation  to  $1,000.  This  funding  will 
go  directly  to  providing  accessible  technology  and  materials  for 
students  who  are  blind  and  visually  impaired.

In  the  Act  to  Promote  the 
Education  of  the  Blind  of 
1879,  APH  was  identified 
as  the  official  supplier  of 
accessible  educational  tools 
and  materials  for  students 
across  the  country  working 
below  college  level. 

Appropriated  funds  allow 
APH  to  conduct  an  annual 
census  of  eligible  students; 
research,  develop,  and 
manufacture  accessible 
educational  tools  and 
materials;  and  distribute 
appropriation  funds  on 
a  per-capita  basis  to  a 
network  of  Ex  Officio 
Trustees  (EOTs)  in  each 
state  to  purchase  materials 
for  eligible  students. 

EOTs  in  each  state 
administer  the  Federal 
Quota  Fund  accounts. 
These  professionals  hold 
the  positions  of  highest 
executive  officer  of  the 
state  department  of 
education,  a  school  for  the 
blind,  or  an  agency  serving 
the  blind,  or  are  appointed 
by  these  officers. 

APH,  a  501  (c)3  non-profit, 
has  been  the  trusted 
steward  of  this  promise 
for  over  160  years. 


It  is  essential  that  the  per  student  allocation  be  increased,  current  funding  is  insufficient 
to  provide  students  with  the  accessible  technology  tools  APH  is  developing.  The  Keep 
the  Promise  Campaign  increase  to  $1,000  will  help  students  who  are  blind  and  visually 
impaired  get  the  tools  they  need  for  education  and  employment  opportunities.
